When hy strikes and threats of 
strikes labor seeks to enforce demands 
for wages. which, if ‘paid, would involve 
the employer in Jose’ and ultimate bank- 
ruptey, he ig very Mkely to refuse, be- 
cause he must refuse, and close his doors. 
Phat is the point of reaction, and it has 
already been reached in certain indua- 
tries,

A LESSON OF THE DROUGHT. 

The long drought and the resulting for- 
est fires haye called fresh attention to 
the deplorable cendition of the country 
80 far as measures are concerned to keep 
our forests in a proper state of efficiency. 
It is true that we have problems very 
different from thoege in France and Ger- 
many, the two eountries which have done 
most by establishing colleges of forest- 
ers and appointing educated guardians 
of weodiands to found a science of for- 
estry. It would be a mistake to suppose 
that a land like ours, whieh must strug- 
gie to preserve enormous wooded areas, 
can be administered exactly on the sane 
plan as proves effective in countries 
where trees are planted and harvested 
like crops. But it is evident that we 
must invent. methods that obtAin the 
sarge results in wooded areas much 
larger, much less accessible, much fur- 
ther removed from a population availa- 
ble in case of need. , 

The avenues and ditches, the fire 
fences, and other methods employed in 
Germany and Prance to limit the spread 
of fire when it starts in a Gry forest be- 
long te some future period, gpd one, it 
seems, mot so’ far removed, when we 
shall have to plant forests. At present 
something similar may be by 
eareful surveys in each and the 
deforestation of tracta where-lesa yalua- 
ble timber is growing, In order to con- 
fine a conflagration te the geetian in 
which it begins, The cost of such defor- 
estation will be partially met. by the 
sale of the Wood. I¢ will be complicated, 
ef course, by the rights of individual 
owners; but there can searcely be a 
question that the State has a right to en- 
force such safeguards, The Duteh get- 
tlers brought with them the custom of 
the old country to appoint foresters or 
“rangers” to watch the wooede, but the 
overwhelming magnitude of the forests 
on the seaboard caused them to confine 
their services to other things than the 
preservation of forests. Ip that age the 
forest wag an enemy to be dealt with by 
fire; by girdling, by flooding. Now it is 
a friend necessary to the rainfall, the 
crops, the water supply of great cities, 
and must be wooed and humored, pro- 
teeted and eneouraged {f we hepe to 
keep the land in health. 

That an efficient management of for- 
esta will cost 4 pretty penny is.as cer- 
tain as it is that such fires as we have 
had on Long Island and in the Catskills 
and Adirondacks destroy’ an immense 
quantity of potential. wealth, We are 
in the condition of those Russian towns 
entirely. built of wood in which the muy- 
nicipal government neglects to establish 


‘@ good’ fire service, One conflagration 


sweeps away. the major part of the town, 
which may never recover from the blow, 
Destruction of our woodlands by fire, 
coming on the heels of a wasteful’ cut-

Mr, ROOSEVELT as made for the promo- 
tion of political ambition, to increase the 
chances of a nomination for the Pregl- 
dency and to make more assyred an élec- 
tion. The cerrespendent calle attention 
to the fact that the journey waa con- 
fined to Republican States, with the ex- 
ception of a few that have shown 4 
tendency to revert from Democracy. He 
is of the opinion that the enthusiasm 
excited in these States is relied on by 
the President to influence, in a sense to 
infect, the States, like New York, in 
which his support is not go. passionately 
expressed, and the Seuth, where his 
negro policy has made some trouble, 
and so to secure a unanimous nemination 
in June next year, We have no means 
of knowing whether this is an aceyrate 
account of the motive and hope of Mr, 
Rooseyert in hia tremendous journcy, 
but it accords very well with the. ex- 
pressions, public and private, of these 
who are suppesed to be in his confidence. 

it is a nevel development of tactics in 
@ Presidential canvass. No other Presi- 
Gent has ever beén assumed by hig inti- 
mate friends to be se candidly deairous 
of a nomination. None indeed has been 
himaelf so open in his expressions as 
Mr, Rooseva.t was in his unprecedented 
dispateh to Senator Hanna, @ message 
which curiously blended the tone of au- 
thority proper te his official position 
and that which has heretofore been found 
only in the utterances of a party leader. 
Ne one who knows Mr. Roosgyait in a 
way to make hig opinion worth taking 
hes as yet dissented from or protested 
against the general impression of his 
strong and feryid wish to be nominated 
for the office he holds and hia resolute 
pursuit of the meang necessary to that 
end. The explanation of his trip to which 
we have referred is contradicted by noth- 
ing that is known of the President's 
character and methods. Not that he had 
not other purposes as well in his journey, 
quite disconnected with political aspira- 
tions; but these appear to have been 
subordinate, and certainly afi not coii- 
flict with the purposes alleged. 

It must be said that the President ap- 
pears to have been fairly successful in 
the promotion of the ends attributed to 
him. The result in Ohio must be accepted 
as a pretty convincing example of the 
hold he has on his party. It is credited 
by his friends in large part to the dem- 
onstration of his popularity during his 
trip. If the plan as outlined is carried 
out and Mr. Rooseve.t is named for the 
Presidency without opposition in the 
convention, it will set a new precedent 
in Presidential politics. For the end will 
be gained to a great extent not by the 
hitherto customary organization through 
party leaders, but by the aggressive and 
ingependent energy of the aspirant him- 
self. It will be peculiarly a personal 
triumph, due in part, no doubt, to the 
weakness of the opposition party and in 
part te the poverty of the majority par- 
ty in imposing principles, but still a per- 
sone] triumph such as no one else has 
ever séeured or dared to seek. How like 
efforte would resylt if made by a man 
whowe ambition was not linked with the 
unquestionable patriotism. and strong 
genae of duty of Mr, Rooszya.e is an

RESUMPTION AT LOWELL. 

There appeare to be a difference of 
opinien between the Lowell mill owners 
and the operatives as to whether the 
strike’in the cotton milis of that city is 
“broken ' op not. The employers say 
that it is; the operatives insigt that it ie 
not. The fact is that the mills have re- 
sumed operations with about 60 per cent. 
of the labor needed for full running; This 
would warrant the conclusion that if the 
strike is not broken it ie at least badly 
strained.

PITTSBURG, June 7.—At to-day's session 
of the Zionists’ Convention, resolutions of- 
fered by the Executive Committee with re- 
gard to the Kishineff outrages were adopt- 
ed. The resolutions declare that the out-

This the delegates discussed and several 
amendments were adopted.
